Diogenes got it right 

Last week, I was on 
the eampus of the Ore- 
gon university of whieh 
I’d been president some 
years ago. Approaehing 
the administration build- 
ing, I met two young 
women who were visiting the eity of Ash- 
land and had stopped by to eheek out 
Southern Oregon University. They were 
standing and looking up at the inseription 
over the entryway, a quote from Diogenes: 
“The foundation of the state is the eduea- 
tion of its youth.” 

“What a beautiful sentiment,” one of 
them said. “Fd never thought of it that 
way.” 

We ehatted for a little while, I answering 
their questions about majors offered, eam- 
pus life and tuition rates. At the end, her 
eompanion remarked, “This might be the 
right plaee for me.” 

While for many eolleges and universi- 
ties this is the season of graduations, it’s 
also the time when folks — like these two 
young women — are making “The College 
Trek,” visiting eampuses in the hope of 
finding their right fit. But it is also the sea- 
son when many legislatures are hammering 
out — truly hammering — budgets that 
will provide some level of support for pub- 
lie institutions of higher edueation. In both 
exereises, eost is a major faetor: in the first 
instanee, whether one ean afford to pay, and 
in the other, how mueh the state should pay. 
In the judgment of lawmakers, it’s often the 
question: Is a eollege edueation a publie or 
a private good? 

Of eourse it’s both. And as sueh, its eost 
is a shared responsibility. But it’s also eriti- 
eal that the ratio of the two be a proper one. 
In New Hampshire, this is an urgent pub- 
lie poliey matter, for graduates from our 
publie eolleges and universities have the 
highest student debt in the eountry. And no 
surprise, for unlike every other state, ours 
offers no state-funded seholarships while at 
the same time provides the lowest subsidy 
to its institutions. 

New Hampshire needs well-edueat- 
ed graduates. The “Silver Tsunami” is 
well doeumented; one need only talk with 
employers aeross the state to learn how 
tight the labor supply is. But beyond that, 
there is the need for those who are shaped 
by the heritage of our eultural traditions and 
who understand the duty of eitizenship and 
eommunity engagement. On both, the prae- 
tieal skills and the habits of heart and mind, 
rest the foundation of the state. Diogenes 
got it right. Now it’s our turn.

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NEWS & NOTES 


An earthquake shook the 
town of Contoocook April 
30, NHPR reported. The U.S. 
Geological Survey recorded a 
minor, 2.1-magnitude tremor at 
about 6 p.m. A 2.3-magnitude 
quake was recorded in San- 
bornton just the day before. 



Former House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi was keynote speaker at a 
Democratic fundraiser in Man- 
chester, NHPR reported. Tickets 
for the Mclntyre-Shaheen 100 
Club Dinner at the Radisson Hotel 
cost $100 per person. VIP tickets 
were $350 and “majority marker” 
tickets cost $10,000. About 600 
people attended the event. 


A proposed panhandling ordi- 
nance in Nashua has been 
defeated. Nashua aldermen 
voted 8-6 against the bill, the 
Telegraph reported. Firefight- 
ers in the city were against the 
proposed ordinance, saying it 
would interfere with the depart- 
ment’s fundraising efforts. 



The Bhutanese Community of 
New Hampshire hosted a prayer 
vigil in Hooksett for the people 
in Nepal following the devastat- 
ing earthquake that occurred 
there. Hindu priests, Buddhist 
holy men and Christian pastors 
all lent their prayers during the 
event while community members 
lit candles. 


Northern Pass 

Within the next few months, 
the U.S. Department of Energy 
will be releasing its draft Envi- 
ronmental Impact Study looking 
at the Northern Pass energy trans- 
mission project, NHPR reported. 
Ahead of this. Northern Pass 
has been ramping up its pub- 
lic relations efforts by making 
big donations to conservation 
groups and making funds avail- 
able to North Country businesses. 
Northern Pass and Eversource 
Energy donated $3 million to the 
National Fish and Wildlife Foun- 
dation, the largest donation from 
any New England corporation. 
The conservation group dis- 
tributed the money as grants to 
various projects in New Hamp- 
shire and neighboring states. 
But some environmental groups 
have said they will not seek out 
the money, or that they’ll accept 
it without changing their posi- 
tion that power lines should be 
buried. Northern Pass also made 
$200,000 available to a Coos 
County association that will 
distribute the money to local busi- 
ness to help create jobs. That’s a 
taste of a $7.5 million econom- 
ic development fund that will be 
available if the Northern Pass is 
built. Meanwhile, if the project is 
approved by the Department of 
Energy and the Site Evaluation 
Committee, it’s expected to be 
fully operational by the first half 
of 2019. That’s six months later 
than earlier estimates. Northern 
Pass officials blame the regulato- 
ry process for the delays. 

Primary update 

New candidates for the 2016 
presidential race are announcing 
their bids left and right. Ver- 
mont Senator Bernie Sanders, the 
self-described socialist who was 
elected as an independent, is the 
second to enter the Democratic 
primary against Hillary Clinton, 
NHPR reported. Shortly after the 
announcement, he visited New 
Hampshire, where he must work 
on building name recognition. 
Meanwhile three more Repub- 
lican contenders have thrown in 
their hats. Retired African-Amer- 
ican neurosurgeon Ben Carson 
is running for president, as well 
as former Hewlett Packard CEO 
Carly Fiorina, who tweeted her 


announcement. Fiorina, the only 
female Republican running, 
recently visited New Hampshire 
for a four-day string of events 
across the state. Former Arkansas 
Gov. Mike Huckabee was sched- 
uled to announce his bid on May 
5. Meanwhile, New Jersey Gov. 
Chris Christie’s allies are taking 
the stand in a Newark court to 
testify about their alleged roles in 
the lane closures heading toward 
the George Washington Bridge 
to settle a political score, the 
AP reported. And former Flori- 
da Gov. Jeb Bush is expected to 
announce a fundraising total in 
the tens of millions of dollars for 
his Super PAC, a possible record 
for any Republican political 
operation, the New York Times 
reported. 

Inmate mail 

In an effort to curb drug smug- 
gling, the New Hampshire 
Department of Corrections is 
putting a stop to new postcards, 
greeting cards and even crayon 
drawings sent to state prisons. 
The reason, according to Com- 
missioner William Wrenn, is that 
inmates and their outside connec- 
tions are getting more creative 
at finding ways to hide drugs in 
these posts. And some drugs like 
the opiate addiction treatment 
drug Suboxone can come in the 
form of sublingual strips. Wrenn 
said the mailroom has seen an 
increase in the number of Sub- 
oxone strips hidden in cards, 
sometimes under layers of crayon 
wax. Inmates are still permitted 
to receive letters written on stan- 
dard stationery and photographs. 

Ban on youth tanning 

A bill that would make it ille- 
gal for anyone under 18 to use 
a tanning bed in New Hamp- 
shire has passed the Senate and 
goes to Gov. Maggie Hassan to 
be signed, NHPR reported. Pro- 
ponents argue data from the 
World Health Organization sug- 
gests a substantially increased 
risk of melanoma for anyone tan- 
ning under 30. Opponents say it 
should be a decision between the 
teens and the parents. Current- 
ly, New Hampshire law permits 
children 14 and older and the 
teen requires parental permission 
under 18. 


Obama signs energy bill 

A federal bill sponsored by 
New Hampshire’s two U.S. Sen- 
ators has been signed by the 
president. The new law incentiv- 
ises commercial building owners 
and tenants to reduce their ener- 
gy usage and find more efficient 
ways to use energy. The Energy 
Efficiency Improvement Act of 
2015 was co-authored by Sen. 
Jeanne Shaheen and Republican 
Sen. Rob Portman of Ohio. Sen. 
Kelly Ayotte was a co-sponsor. 

Balsams project 

A bill that passed the state Sen- 
ate to allow for a state-backed loan 
for the Balsams redevelopment 
project received a unanimous 
thumbs up in the House Finance 
Committee, NHPR reported. The 
bill would form a tax district in 
the area around the Balsams 
Resort. If the bill passes, the 
state’s Business Finance Author- 
ity will consider backing a $28 
million commercial loan. Many 
feel the project would be a boost 
to the North Country economy. 
The full House votes May 6. 

Conceal carry repeal 

Lawmakers in the House vot- 
ed to eliminate virtually the only 
state-level regulation for firearm 
ownership in New Hampshire: 
concealed carry permits. The bill 
already passed the Senate and 
goes to the governor, who prom- 
ised to veto it. Currently, gun 
owners must apply for a permit 
to carry a pistol concealed on 
their person or in their vehicle. 
Open carrying is not prohibited 
by current law. 


Pipeline bills 

A number of bills in the 
Statehouse aimed at regulating 
land-use and eminent domain 
for new pipeline construction 
are being weighed by lawmak- 
ers, but NHPR reported the 
state’s authority may be limit- 
ed because pipelines that cross 
state lines are under federal juris- 
diction. An eminent domain bill 
is in a Senate committee, while 


a House bill that would require a 
pipeline developer who is taking 
partial property through emi- 
nent domain to take the whole 
property may get a few amend- 
ments setting stricter setbacks 
for pipelines. Texas-based Kind- 
er Morgan has proposed building 
a natural gas pipeline into south- 
ern New Hampshire to help ease 
energy price volatility. A

^ VETERANS 

After the Department of Veteran Affairs 

■ tweaked eligibility requirements for its choice 
program. New Hampshire veterans may be 
able to drive a shorter distance since a rule 
that set eligibility by straight-line distance is 
now determined by driving distance. NHPR 
reported about 800 veterans in the state will 
benefit from this by being able to get local 
care through their VA benefits instead of driv- 
ing to the VA hospital in White River Junc- 
tion, Vermont, the closest full-service VA 
hospital. 


WORST WEEK 

WHITE MOUNTAINS HIKER 

The New Hampshire Supreme Court has de- 
termined 59-year-old Edward Bacon of Mich- 
igan must pay the state $9,100 for his moun- 
tain rescue in 2012, NHPR reported. Bacon 
went on a five-day solo hike in the White 
Mountains with an artificial hip he had dislo- 
cated many times before. The court affirmed 
an earlier ruling that Bacon was negligent in 
taking the risky hike. Bacon argued his doc- 
tor had cleared him for hiking. His rescue re- 
quired 35 volunteer rescuers, 15 Fish and 
Game officers and 14 hours to complete.

UNH Manchester launches Homeland Security program

Starting in the fall, the Manehester eam- 
pus of the University of New Hampshire 
will offer a new baehelor of seienee major 
in homeland seeurity. 

It’s a growing field that eneompass- 
es a great many diseiplines. The sehooTs 
administration plans to invest in the pro- 
gram’s growth, hoping that, in the future, it 
may beeome what the Ameriean Sign Lan- 
guage program has been for the sehool — a 
nationally reeognized undergraduate pro- 
gram that will attraet students from out of 
state. 

Fighting terrorism, 
protecting credit cards 

The homeland seeurity program will 
eneompass many things, from eyber- 
seeurity to intelligenee to emergeney 
management. Students will learn about the 
root eauses of politieal violenee here and 
abroad with an existing eourse on terror- 
ism. And they’ll aequire praetieal tools in 
the growing fields of risk assessment and 
mitigation, whieh ean be useful for pro- 
teeting anything from power lines to eredit 
eard data. 

Students ean go on to get their master’s 
in law or engineering or they ean land jobs 
in the Federal Emergeney Management 
Ageney or an Internet eompany looking 
to bolster its proteetions against haeks and 
eyberattaeks from abroad. Some ean go on 
to the military or law enforeement. 

Unlike international relations degrees or 
eriminal justiee degrees, homeland seeuri- 
ty has the benefit of easting a wide net of 
skillsets that employers are finding inereas- 
ingly attraetive. 


Good for UNH 

The first step in ereating a nationally ree- 
ognized program was hiring Jim Ramsay, 
who started the homeland seeurity program 
at Embry-Riddle Aeronautieal University 
in Florida. 

‘T’m eurrently the department ehair of 
the nation’s largest homeland seeurity pro- 
gram, whieh I built from serateh in 2006,” 
Ramsay said. 

Ramsay said at that time his program was 
one of only about a dozen. 

“Eight years later... I have 17 faeul- 
ty and staff, I have almost 1,300 students, 
two majors, two master’s degrees and six 
minors,” Ramsay said. 

Embry-Riddle is a non-profit, indepen- 
dent university with about 30,000 students. 
UNH Manehester has just over 800 under- 
graduate students, though, with its reeent 
move to the larger Pandora building on 
Commereial Street, it has room to eventual- 
ly grow that number to 1,200. Interim Dean 
Mike Hiekey wants to see the sehooTs 
undergrad enrollment hit 1,000 within the 
next few years. 

Hiekey said he’s exeited about this pro- 
gram’s potential for boosting enrollment 
and for training a generation of students for 
a wide array of publie- and private- seetor 
jobs in whieh he sees a lot of demand for 
this kind of expertise. 

“It seemed like a natural aeademie pro- 
gram for UNH Manehester, espeeially with 
our strong foeus on experiential learning,” 
Hiekey said. “What we have in mind as a 
good, solid target audienee are, for instanee, 
the eommunity eolleges — whieh are grad- 
uating assoeiate degree students in eriminal 
justiee and eomputer seienee, where we 
rely heavily on transfer students.” 

While Ramsay will have fewer students 
and faeulty working under him, few are as

well-suited to build this program, aeeord- 
ing to Hiekey. 

“He has grown a program of national 
stature,” Hiekey said. 

And Ramsay is ambitious with his plans. 

“My goal is, within the first five years, 
[to] have a proper, robust faeulty dedieat- 
ed to seeurity studies writ large,” Ramsay 
said. 

Good for students 

Hiekey thinks a eoneentration in eyber- 
seeurity alone would mean jobs for 
students with a homeland seeurity degree, 
even here in New Hampshire. He’s had 
talks with Eversouree exeeutives about 
the program and expeets teeh eompanies 
like Dyn and others will play an aetive 
part in the program, by providing adjunet 
professors, internships and senior eap- 
stone projeets. Companies that deal with 
eleetrie infrastmeture and teleeommuniea- 
tions are among the most likely to invest in 
eyberseeurity and emergeney management 
personnel. 

And Hiekey, a former Verizon exeeutive, 
should know. 

“I served as viee president of national 
seeurity poliey with the eompany,” Hiek- 
ey said. 

He said he dealt with proteeting the eom- 
pany’s physieal assets, human assets and 
eyberseeurity assets. 

“I eame away from that experienee with 
a good appreeiation for the ways in whieh 
eompanies like Verizon and eompanies — 
whether they’re small, medium or large or 
very large and international — need to be 
eollaborating with government to proteet 
the eountry’s eritieal infrastmeture from 
intmsion,” Hiekey said. 

In the broader sense, Ramsay said gov- 
ernment and industry want people who 
ean do risk management and ean think 
strategieally, whether it’s for emergen- 
ey management for weather events and 
earthquakes or for terror attaeks and 
eyberattaeks. 

“Whether you’re talking bad guys or bad 
weather, you have eeonomie impaets that 
are expensive to reeover from,” Ramsay 
said. 

Both emergeneies and seeurity threats 
require the same matrix of problem solv- 
ing, aeeording to Ramsay, whieh ineludes 
responding to problems, reeovering from 
them and mitigating risk for future events. 

And he said the name of the program 
should not imply that a graduate with a 
homeland seeurity degree will only get a 
job in the federal ageney of that name. 

“Aetually, most of my students don’t 
work for DHS,” said Ramsay. “Most of my 
graduates work in what the government 
ealls the homeland seeurity enterprise.” 

He said the burgeoning field of study is a 
response to workforee demand. 

“Aeademia was not spun up to produee

a generation of praetitioners whieh the 
government was suddenly finding itself 
needing,” Ramsay said. 

Growing field 

Dean Mike Hiekey said it was time the 
sehool get on board with this new and 
growing field. 

“My feeling was that homeland seeurity 
was an emerging professional arena where 
we eould engage students very vigorously 
with studies aeross a speetrum of areas,” 
Hiekey said. 

Ramsay said the homeland seeurity field 
has skyroeketed in reeent years. Nine years 
after his was one of just a dozen programs, 
there are now more than 470 nationwide, 
aeeording to the Center for Homeland 
Defense and Seeurity. Of that, 118 are 
baehelor’s degree programs and 143 are at 
the master’s level. And it all started with 
the formation of the federal Department of 
Homeland Seeurity following 9-11. 

“This was definitely a response to a 
world aetion,” Ramsay said. “It was not a 
response to seienee.” 

Ramsay said that, on the one hand, it ean 
be ineonvenient having a federal depart- 
ment with the same name as the program, 
but it ean also be expedient in eneapsulat- 
ing all that it ean inelude. 

“One eould argue that homeland seeuri- 
ty is an aspiring aeademie and professional 
diseipline that talks about the greater milieu 
of aetivities that happen to be in the depart- 
ment of the same name,” Ramsay said. 

In the fall semester, Ramsay plans to offer 
the eourses Introduetion to Homeland Seeu- 
rity, Politieal Violenee and Terrorism and 
Fundamentals of Emergeney Management. 
The spring of 2016 will see the additions of 
Critieal Infrastmeture Seeurity and Resil- 
ienee and Foundations of Corporate and 
Physieal Seeurity. Intro to HS and Terrorism 
will be offered both semesters. A

The long road home 

60-year old homeless veteran explains his journey 

Forthe past several decades, Michael Robb, a professional musician, has been chroni- 
cally homeless. A six-year job at a video store dried up when the recession and the 
advent of Red box and Netflix put the store out of business. After he ran out of savings 
lookingfor another Job, he moved from California to Concord, where his daughter lives, 
in 2010. Until recently, he was a resident worker at the Salvation Army’s McKenna 
House, a homeless shelter in Concord. He Just moved into a home with a friend. 


Q How did you became homeless ? 

^ I was playing music all over 
0 Hollywood, all the top-rated rock 
and roll clubs and playing with a 
lot of famous people, [and] I just got into 
the alcohol and drugs. It’s the same old sto- 
ry. ... The access to the dmgs and alcohol was 
essentially free for me, as a musician. A lot 
of people can do that and still maintain and 
have a really good musical career. I was able 
to do it for quite a while, but then the drugs 
and alcohol just overtook me and I became 
unemployable. ... I ended up on the streets 
and joined the Army, hoping I could just get 
away from the whole drug scene by going to 
Germany . . . but that was just a really bad drug 
and alcohol culture there. I just continued 
when I got back home. I’ve been chronical- 
ly homeless since like 1980. 

Have conditions gotten any better or 
worse for homeless in the Concord area? 

For me, the society as an evil entity did not 
make me homeless. My bad decisions, my 
alcoholism and drugs drove me to the streets. 
What I’ve found is that . . . once you get tired 
of being on the streets, and once you want to 
quit your addictions and quit making the deci- 
sions that lead you to going there or staying 
there. Concord is one of the best-equipped 
cities and towns in the whole country with 
services available for the homeless here. It’s 
absolutely first rate. I’ve been homeless from 
the east coast, west coast, north and south. 
. . . There’s a phenomenal amount of services 
available [in Concord]. ... I’ve been in shel- 
ters everywhere and McKenna House is by 
far the best one I’ve ever been in. 

Winter shelters at the Congregationalist 
churches have closed for good and homeless 
camps set up in the warmer months have 
been cleared out by police in recent years. 
What do you make of those developments?

There’s camps 
in every single 
city and every 
single town in 
this country. By 
and large, police 
leave the camps 
alone until there’s 
violence, until 
there’s dmgs 
and alcohol. 
There’s always 
a few people that screw it up. ... They have 
a homeless camp behind the Everett Are- 
na and stuff like that, places where [police] 
will essentially go, ‘OK, as long as you stay 
here and you behave, we’ll turn a blind eye 
to it.’ But once you have a small element of 
the homeless that don’t abide by those sim- 
ple social mles of keeping a low profile, then 
the police don’t really have any choice but 
to go in and clean it out. . . . With the clos- 
ing of the cold weather shelters ... they’re in 
the process of trying to find an alternative to 
that, but ... if there isn’t an alternative to that 
... you make the adult decision to go some- 
place else for a while until winter’s over. 

Have you seen an increase in the number 
of homeless people in the past few years? 

As somebody who’s been working at 
McKenna House — I’ve also worked at the 
Concord Homeless Resource Center, and 
I’ve also worked at the Friends Emergen- 
cy Shelter here in town — I’ve got kind of 
a broad perspective of what’s going on in 
the community. I have not seen an increase 
in the homeless population except for in the 
last year or two, communities started tighten- 
ing up. Plymouth or Nashua or Manchester 
and even Concord have begun limiting their 
scope of who they help ... to people in their 
own communities. 

The Salvation Army^s McKenna House 
is adding 16 new shelter beds. Do you think 
that will be enough to meet the demand? 

Yeah, but then again, it’s kind of this weird 
paradox loop. The more you build, the more 
will come. The more beds you open in a com- 
munity, you will fill them. ... If you build a 
150-bed shelter you will fill it, just because 
the homeless pipeline throughout the whole 
country... [homeless people] hear about it 
and they migrate to where it’s open.

New Hampshire libraries rule 

According to the Public Libraries in the United States Survey, the Gran- 
ite State tops the nation in library staffing and library visits per capita. It’s 
also first in the country for the number of programs offered per 1,000 peo- 
ple. New Hampshire public librarian Michael York told NHPR that the 
state has 234 public libraries, “one in every single community.”

Comment: Libraries, York said, are not going away; more and more, 
people are recognizing that they Ye “wonderful community centers, ” with 
constant programming improvements. 

Sunny news 

SolarCity, which has seven offices in Massachusetts and installed solar 
panels on 100,000 homes last year, has added New Hampshire to its ser- 
vice territory for the first time. According to the website, the company 
plans to open an operations center in the Manchester area and has begun 
posting local job openings on its website, solarcity.com. 

QOL Score: +1 

Comment: The company will make it possible for many New Hamp- 
shire homeowners to install solar with no upfront cost and pay less for 
solar electricity than they do for utility power, even without local incentives. 

Don’t mess with the vets 

A World War II vet used his cane to fight off a robber in Manchester last 
weekend, according to WMUR; Arthur Kamberis was confronted while 
walking home after picking up a prescription for his wife. The would-be 
thief didn’t “lay hands” on Kamberis, but did reach for the 95-year-old’s 
wallet. In response, Kamberis thwacked him with his cane; in the wallet 
were his credit card, license, grandchildren’s pictures and “all sorts of stuff 
it would have been wicked hard” to have replaced. 

QOL Score: 0 (- 1 for the attempted robbery, + 1 for age-defying reflexes) 

Comment: While QOL commends Kamberis, police said in the arti- 
cle they always recommend surrendering goods during robberies because 
“things can be replaced but people can t ” 

Air quality 

An annual report by the American Lung Association called “State of the 
Air” gives New Hampshire a passing grade for overall improved air qual- 
ity, NHPR reported. The report credited cleaner diesel engines and fewer 
coal-fired power plants in the Midwest. However, in Hillsborough County, 
ozone and smog ticked upward. Those are usually caused by cars and pow- 
er plants. In Cheshire County, there was an increase in particle pollution, 
which can be caused by woodstoves and fireplaces as well as car tailpipes. 

QOL Score: +1 

Comment: The ALA said these kinds of pollution can cause heart 
attacks, asthma attacks and low newborn birth weight. 

N.H. measles case 

The state Department of Health and Human Services announced an 
international traveler visiting New Hampshire was found to be infected 
with the measles virus. The only known exposure site was Flatbread Com- 
pany restaurant in Portsmouth. DHHS is advising people who were at the 
restaurant April 20 from 3 to 6 p.m. to monitor their symptoms. Measles 
can be passed through the air when someone sneezes, coughs or talks. The 
incubation period is typically 10 to 14 days but can be as long as 21 days. 

QOL Score: -1 

Comment: On a more positive note. New Hampshire’s preschool-aged 
children have a high rate of measles vaccination: 96 percent. 

QOL score: 73

Draft winds blow through Foxboro 


I take back every bad 
thing I ever said about 
the gymnastics of Bill 
Belichick going up, 
down and around the 
draft board in what at 
times seems like action 
more by reflex than a real need to do it. After 
this boring NFL draft, I miss the action. 

He started driving me looney in 2009 when 
with big needs at (what else) comerback, 
edge rusher and wideout he traded down 
twice and out of the first round to accumu- 
late three additional second-round picks to go 
with the one he already owned, which was 
used to select Sebastian VoUmer. If only the 
other three 2s he acquired were as solid. But 
instead he took Patrick Chung, followed by 
complete busts Ron Brace and Darius But- 
ler. That has become a point of finstration 
after seeing what Clay Matthews, Hakeem 
Nicks and Vontae Davis turned into after 
all were available at their original spot at 23. 
Then there was the 2011 Ras-I DowUng inci- 
dent when he could have but didn’t trade out 
of the top spot in Round 2 to take a guy who’d 
been hurt every year from third grade on. The 
trend continued in Foxboro to make him 
Coach B’s biggest draft bust. But those drafts 
sandwiched a zillion moves up and down the 
board in 2010 that produced Devin McCour- 
ty and Gronk in Rounds 1 and 2 along with 
the Florida trio of Brandon Spikes and Jer- 
maine Cunningham (also in Round 2) and 
later the soon-to-be-ill-fated Aaron Her- 
nandez — who, given his superior on-field 
production, demonstrates more than anyone 
what a crapshoot the draft can be. 

Having said all that, here are some more 
thoughts on this year’s edition of the NFL 
draft: 

I’d be a hypocrite if I knocked him for stay- 
ing put at 32 to fill a big need this time by a 
guy some gave a top 15 draft grade, after just 
saying that’s what I wanted in 2009. So short 
of seeing him taking Lem Barney, Everson 
Walls or Night Train Lane in Round 1, I’m 


happy with Malcolm Brown. 

Plus maybe he added to the inventory of big 
play-making Malcolms on the roster. And if he 
doesn’t turn out to be like the last Texas d-line- 
man they took in Round 1 and Dominique 
Easley can avoid being the next Dowling to, 
you know, get on the field to play, they’ll have 
rebuilt the defensive line on the fly. 

In fairness, Kenneth Sims wasn’t a total 
bust, but he never lived up to being the top 
pick in the draft out of Texas in 1980 as the 
next dominant defender. 

NFL Draft 101: Since the AFL-NFL merg- 
er only two wideouts have been taken first 
overall. Name them. 

Once again the pundits got it right, as after 
we heard for weeks Philip Rivers was going 
to Tennessee in a trade-happy first round, 
none of it happened. 

Could Shane Ray have gone to a bet- 
ter team? Just three days after being busted 
for illegal possession in Missouri he goes to 
Denver in Round 1, where recreational use 
of marijuana is legal. And since that arrest 
didn’t seem to faze (or is it haze?) him, I’m 
guessing we know how John Elway voted on 
the referendum to legalize it in Colorado. 

However, it wasn’t the same for Nebras- 
ka’s Randy Gregory, whose draft day 
expectations of going in the Top 10 went to 
pot by sliding all the way to 60 after a positive 
test for weed at the combine. Naturally it was 
Dallas that took him, but that’s probably only 
because A1 Davis died a couple of years ago.

OUTDOOR MOVIE NIGHT 

How to turn your backyard into cinema

Yes, you can top your Netflix movie night, 
and the first step is to move it outside. Tie a 
white sheet to a couple backyard trees, snag 
a small film projector and pull out a couple 
lawn chairs so you can enjoy your flick under 
the stars. It’s the per- 
fect way to spend a 
summer night. 

“Most people 
really enjoy mov- 
ies, and especially 
after this winter, I 
think people want 
to spend as much 
time as they can out- 
doors,” said Chris 
Malloy, who runs. 

Community Events, 
a Nashua-based out- 
door movie and event 
production company. 

“And there are only so many great summer 
nights in New Hampshire. You have to try to 
utilize every single one of them.” 

He and event planner Emily St. Pierre of 
All the Fuss Events provided a few tips on 
how to create the ultimate outdoor mov- 
ie experience, starting with the logistics and 
ending with the details that give your view- 
ing party that extra oomph, from chairs 
designed to look like old-fashioned cars to 
film-themed food, trivia and activities. 

The equipment 

If you want to go super grassroots, you can 
buy or rent a projector; Malloy recommends 
scouring eBay, though they’re also available 
for about $300 (more or less depending on 
quality) at stores like Staples or Best Buy. 

Take heed these won’t produce pictures 
as large or in-depth as what you’ll find at 
professional events — those materials cost 


thousands and thousands of dollars. Malloy 
recommended party-holders test materials 
out a night or two before the big event, and 
also that they use a device with an HDMI 
cord attached, which will also help project 
better images. 

As for the screen, “I’ve seen people use 
bedroom sheets, tarps, and I’ve seen movies 
projected on the side of a house. It works on 
any sort of white sur- 
face,” Malloy said. 

When in doubt, 
use Google. Malloy 
said there are many 
sites dedicated to 
helping outdoor film 
enthusiasts transform 
their backyards into 
outdoor cinemas. 

Once you have the 
equipment, playing 
the movie is easy — 
Malloy said it’s just 
like playing a regular 
movie via DVD. 

“We find most projectors have some sort 
of speakers put into them,” Malloy said. “But 
if you have a home theater that isn’t screwed 
into the wall, it’s the same process. You 
can just take that stuff and put it into your 
backyard.” 

For larger events, you could hire a com- 
pany to cover the technical steps. Malloy’s 
produces the Greeley Park outdoor movie 
series, and also Nashua’s annual downtown 
Dinner and Movie series. (His company also 
once showed Rocky on the front steps of the 
Philadelphia Museum of Art.) 

other logistics 

“Timing is the single most important fac- 
tor,” Malloy said. “It has to be dark; not 
necessarily pitch black, but it has to be dark.” 

So if you’re planning a screening in mid- 
to late- June, prepare for a 9 p.m. start time. 


After that, it gets darker about a minute ear- 
lier each day. 

Similarly, it’s not unwise to choose shorter 
and brighter films during the very long days. 

“Cartoons tend to look the best. The hardest 
color to project is black,” Malloy said. “Anoth- 
er thing to keep in mind is kids’ attention span. 
... If you have kids, you may not want to show 
a three-hour screening of Avatar 7' 

Malloy also advised staying away from 
ambient lights. 

“If there’s a street light post or backyard 
light, that will hit the screen and affect the 
image. You really want to make it as dark as 
possible,” he said. 

And to be aware of neighbors and noise 
ordinances. Let your neighbors know, in per- 
son or via phone or email, that you plan on 
showing a film that night. 

“Though if you invite all your neighbors 
over for a movie, they can’t complain about 
it,” Malloy said. 

Extra punch 

The best thing about hosting an outdoor 
flick yourself is you’re not limited to the con- 
straints of a community or drive-in screening. 
You can pair it with a barbecue or fire with 
roasted marshmallows and s’ mores (which go 
particularly well with the film The Sandlot). 

St. Pierre and Malloy recommended pre- 
senting food and activities that match movie 
themes. If the film’s Grease, invite guests to 
wear ‘50s attire. If it’s a superhero flick, ask 
them to dress in Marvel costumes. Disney 
movies will require princess dresses, while 
cosmos pair well with screenings of Sex and 
the City and The Great Gatsby. 

“A couple days ago, I saw these parents had 
their kids decorate cardboard boxes to look 
like cars, so the yard looked like a small drive- 
in,” St. Pierre said. “Sometimes there are 
trivia games associated with movies, and that 
can get people excited. ... Or you could keep 
it casual with a pre-movie cocktail party.” A

Staying positive 

Positive Street Art starts spring with a pop of color

Now that the long, cold winter is over, 
Positive Street Art wastes no time in con- 
tinuing its mission: to inspire passion and 
build the Nashua community through urban 
arts. During phone and in-person inter- 
views last week, PSA members hit on some 
of the nonprofit’s recent efforts to bright- 
en the city’s downtown with paint, dance 
and music. 

PSA Passport 

PSA’s Passport program is sort of like 
a smaller version of the Nashua Art Walk, 
except it involves downtown businesses 
without a natural art presence. 

Every Wednesday evening and Saturday 
afternoon in April, partnering restaurants — 
including San Francisco Kitchen, The Nashua 
Garden, Agave Azul Mexican Restaurant, 
WineNot Boutique and O’Brien’s Sports Bar, 
among others — presented local artists and 
their art as part of PSA’s pilot Passport pro- 
gram, meant to get the word out before the 
larger version’s launch early summer. 

“We wanted to get local artists exposed 
while helping businesses downtown,” PSA 
president Ulibarri said via phone. “We 
thought the best way to do that would be to 
showcase them in a sort of scavenger hunt 
form.” 

On these days, participants were encour- 
aged to visit the businesses, meet the artists 
and move on to the next a few doors down. 
Once all the sites were stamped in their 
PSA passports, they received free T-shirts 
at the 174 Main St. PSA site.

Jason DeBow braved the cloudy and 
windy evening while he painted en plein air 
outside Agave Azul on one of these nights, 
wearing a Runner’s Alley T-shirt and eating 
tacos as he worked on a tiny watercolor of 
the street ahead of him. 

“I love what [PSA] is doing. I think it’s 
really fantastic,” DeBow said. 

Down the street, Teri Moores displayed 
her bright, bold art at O’Brien’s Sports Bar 
— she had recently begun hanging work 
at local businesses because of her home’s 
declining wall space — and at The Nash- 
ua Garden, Tom Lopez showed off two 
paintings. One, a black and white acrylic, 
was inspired by his job as an employment 
education advocate at the Nashua Soup 
Kitchen. The other was a hot air balloon 
skyscape crafted with spray paint. 

Some passersby glanced at the art before 
moving on with their meals, but a few 
stopped by and asked questions. At least a 
couple artists used the opportunity to sell or 
get artwork commissioned. 

Ulibarri plans to recruit more artists 


and businesses in May for a larger version 
starting in June. The difference is that the 
artists’ work will hang in businesses for 
longer periods of time — perhaps a month 
or two — and the meet-and-greets will hap- 
pen once a month. 

Though traffic has been slow in this 
small pilot program, businesses appreciate 
the effort. 

“We wanted to be involved because PSA 
has always been supportive with our busi- 
ness, ever since we opened a year ago,” 
said Agave Azul owner Pedro Aguirre, who 
hired PSA to paint the restaurant’s indoor 
mural. “I think this is just what Nashua 
needs. There [are] enough bars and restau- 
rants and everything, but this is something 
to bring the kids downtown for — to eat, 
walk around and enjoy the arts. They’re 
making the downtown more attractive.” 

Bastian DiCaprio, manager of San Fran- 
cisco Kitchen, agrees. 

“I like the concept,” DiCaprio said. “And 
we don’t mind helping them out because 
they’re giving us business as well.” 


PSA DeFined 

There’s a name for the phenomenon that 
happens when, at a dance party, the crowd 
gathers around one or two dancers trying to 
one-up each other — a dance cypher — and 
it’s the heart of the nonprofit’s spring art 
show, PSA DeFined, on Thursday, May 21. 

“A dance cypher is like a dance battle, 
but it’s in a freestyle form,” Ulibarri said. 

The event, which occurs at the Arena 
Sports Bar & Nightclub, will contain visu- 
al art by local artists, the dance cypher, live 
painting and a DJ battle (the winner of which 
will provide music for the afterparty). 

The annual spring show’s new elements 
come with the nonprofit’s constant effort 
to “one-up” itself Last year’s live art bat- 
tle series (in which artists created work live 
within an allocated time period) was very 
successful, and Ulibarri said it will contin- 
ue this summer too. 

Mural work 

PSA is also in the midst of painting two 
downtown murals. One, a ginormous paint- 
ing of rolling hills and rivers that tells of 
the history of French- Canadian settlement, 
is about 80 percent completed and located 
on the skirts of French Renaissance Park. 

The other is an ode to Christa McAuliffe, 
located on the rail trail off the comer of Ash 
and West Hollis streets. PSA artistic director 
Manny Ramirez has been driving this project 
with the help of a collection of PS A youth. 

Ulibarri expects both will be complet- 
ed this summer, though if PSA’s three-year 
history is any indication, they won’t be the 
nonprofit’s only projects. 

“Every year, we just keep expanding. We 
always have something to do. Art is every- 
where, and it’s not something we’re going 
to get tired of We’re not going to mn out of 
places to paint; we always have people ask- 
ing if we can do something in their space, 
indoors or outdoors,” Ulibarri said. “We’re 
always looking for volunteers.” •

Joyful performances 

African Children’s Choir visits Manchester May 15

When the Afriean Children’s Choir visit- 
ed the First Congregational Chureh in 2007 
and 2009, ehureh members were stmek by the 
emphatie joy with which they sang, danced 
and lived their lives. 

“You can really feel the joy they have for 
singing,” said Michelle Harrington, who 
attended the choir’s last church concert, so 
crowded she and her daughter had to sit in the 
balcony. “It was such an uplifting experience. 
. . . They’re spreading messages of love and 
friendship. When you leave, you feel very 
positive and happy.” 

The kids left an impression outside the 
church as well. When host “auntie” Erika 
Connors and her family opened their home 
to three boys in 2009, the children very hap- 
pily played soccer and basketball and went 
swimming and kayaking in the water near the 
family’s home, despite the cold weather. 

Host parents said the kids were incredibly 
grateful for their food and housing, and also 
very upbeat, which is pretty remarkable when 
you look at some of their situations. In Ugan- 
da, for instance, about half the population is 
younger than 14, and only two of 100 chil- 
dren make it to university. Many have lost 
one or both parents to war, famine or disease. 

“They’re such resilient people. They really 
know how to live a day. They’re more [cogni- 
zant] that tomorrow is not a guarantee; in our 
Western minds, we have five-, 10-year plans. 
We assume tomorrow’s coming,” said Tina 
Sipp, African Children’s Choir event coor- 
dinator via phone. “They’ve seen too much 
depth of tragedy. ... I really think the joy 
comes from that resilience.” 

Choir 43 performs at the First Congrega- 
tional Church again this Friday, May 15, at 7 
p.m. The show comprises traditional African 
song and dance performed by 18 Ugandan 
youth, ages 7 to 11, who have been touring 
North America since March. After their Man- 
chester visit, they travel to Lebanon, then to 
Maine, and then from Canada’s east to west 
coast. Most stops are at churches because 
members happily feed and house the singers. 

The organization celebrates its 30th birth-

day this year. It was founded by Ray Barnett, 
who was inspired by the song and spirit of the 
youth he met on a humanitarian trip. He coor- 
dinated the first choir tour shortly after. 

At any given time, there are at least two 
tours of kids — from Uganda, Kenya, Rwan- 
da, Sudan, Nigeria, Ghana and South Africa 
— traveling and singing around the world. 
They’re chosen by parent organization Music 
for Life, based on financial need, intelligence 
and talent, and the money they raise fuels their 
education. When the kids return home, they’ll 
begin preparing for their seventh-grade exam, 
which will determine the type of secondary 
education they’ll receive. Whatever doesn’t 
go directly to their education will go toward 
relief and development work. 

For the children’s families, Sipp said, getting 
a spot in the choir is like winning the lottery. 

“In the public schools, you have to have 
money for uniforms, books, pencils, paper, 
and the situations these kids are coming out 
of — their families simply cannot afford any 
of that,” Sipp said. “They would never have 
the opportunity to become self-sufficient, 
self-sustaining. ... It dramatically changes 
the course of their lives. . . . And the church- 
es that give to us at these events, they make a 
tremendous impact.” 

The kids have performed on American Idol 
and Ellen and for Queen Elizabeth It’s dia- 
mond jubilee. They’ve sung alongside artists 
like Paul McCartney, Annie Lennox, Keith 
Urban and Mariah Carey. Their film credits 
include Blood Diamond and, most recently. 
Pan, which stars Hugh Jackman and comes 
out later this year. Many alumni have moved 
on to become nurses, doctors and lawyers. 

“It’s very refreshing to be around them. 
They’re very funny, very clever children,” 
Sipp said. ^

Wildflowers 

From lady slippers to skunk cabbage

I love wildflowers and have been wowed 
by them sinee I was just a little boy. I remem- 
ber seeing pink lady-slippers when I was just 
2 years old, and being awed by them. 

Over the years I have had many kinds of 
wildflowers, ineluding lady-slippers, trillium, 
bloodroot, hepatiea, Dutehman’s breeehes, 
skunk eabbage, woodland violets, twinflow- 
er. May apple and more. But wildflowers are 
not like domestieated flowers you ean just 
plunk in the ground, water and assume they’ll 
grow. Most have speeial requirements that 
must be met in order to have them grow well. 

When I see a wildflower in its natural hab- 
itat I take note of several things: How mueh 
sun or shade is there? What are the other plants 
growing nearby, partieularly trees? What kind 
of soil is there? Is it sandy, or stieky like elay? 
Is the soil wet or dry? Then, if I want to find a 
plaee on my property for that wildflower, I try 
to mateh the environmental eonditions. 

Coltsfoot (Tussilago farfara) \s eonsid- 
ered a wildflower by some, a weed by others. 
Me? I like the bright yellow dandelion-like 
appearanee by the side of the road before the 
dandelions bloom, and dug some up long ago. 
I put them in a flower garden with rieh soil, 
but they did not overwinter. Coltsfoot needs 
to grow in sandy, barren soil with almost no 
organie matter. Roadside gravel and sand suit 
it fine; rieh, dark soil is not suitable. That was 
a lesson for me. Coltsfoot was brought to 
the United States baek in eolonial days as a 
medieinal herb, good for lung disorders, but 
it has sinee been found to be toxie if adminis- 
tered in strong doses. 

Hepatiea {Hepatiea acutiloba) is also eon- 
sidered an herbal remedy, this one for liver 
diseases. The leaves are lobed and look vague- 
ly like livers. It is a native to the Northeast 
and is one of the earliest to bloom. It eomes in 
white, lavender and a dark violet blue. 

In the woods I see hepatiea growing at 
higher elevations on east-faeing slopes where 
beeeh trees predominate. I have it growing in 
an open mixed hardwood forest. It does not 
shed its leaves in the fall, though at this time 
of year the leaves look pretty ratty. It blooms 
in elumps with 20 or more flowers growing 
as a bouquet surrounded by last year’s leaves. 
The flowers only open on sunny days when 
the pollinators are out. 

Also blooming now is bloodroot (Sangui- 
naria canadensis). This is a wonderful white 
propeller-shaped flower an ineh or more 
aeross. The flowers do not last long, dropping 
to eover the ground after a few days. I have 
a double form of the flower that resembles a 
diminutive peony — it has many more petals 
than the standard form. The leaves resemble.

at first, a green eigar rising from the soil, then 
open horizontally above the soil, large and 
round. The leaves look good all summer and 
ean be used for a shady groundeover. 

I’ve read that the double form of blood- 
root has twiee as many ehromosomes and 
is, eonsequently, sterile. Many flowers drop 
their petals as soon as they have been polli- 
nated, and sinee this one is sterile, the flowers 
last mueh longer. It is easily divided, and the 
elumps get bigger (for me) every year. 

My favorite wildflower is the showy lady- 
slipper {Cypripedium reginae). This splendid 
orehid is pink with white petals and stands 
18 to 24 inehes tall. It likes neutral or slightly 
sweet soil that stays lightly moist. It thrives on 
sunlight, but will do fine in light shade. Onee 
established it ean be divided like a hosta by 
digging with a fork and gently separating the 
roots into smaller elumps. It is hardy to Zone 
3 (minus 30). It is the last of my wildflowers 
to appear eaeh spring. 

As a boy I loved skunk eabbage (Symplo- 
carpus foetidus). I grew up in Conneetieut, on 
a 2-aere property that boasted a small brook 
and some wet areas around the brook where 
the eabbages grew. Skunk eabbage is very 
early — it produees ehemieals that reaet, ere- 
ating heat to melt snow and iee. It is up to 5 
degrees warmer inside the blossom than out- 
side, and the flower, with its reddish outer 
eovering, emits the odor of rotten meat. The 
heat and odors attraet pollinators. 

Of the native wildflowers that have been 
“eivilized” and are available at nurser- 
ies everywhere are ereeping phlox {Phlox 
stononifera) and moss pink {Phlox subulata), 
obedient plant {Physostegia virginiana), ear- 
dinal flower (Lobelia cardinalis), snakeroot 
{Cimicifuga spp.), blaek-eyed Susan {Rud- 
becUa spp.), and turtlehead {Chelone lyonii). 
Those are all splendid flowers, and most 
require little speeial eare. 

To learn more about growing wildflowers 
I reeommend Bill Cullina’s book. Growing 
and Propagating Wildflowers ($40). It’s a big 
with great eolor photos and worth the priee.

Stamps and eoins are usually speeialty 
items and there are speeialists just in those 
fields. However, I did some researeh for 
you and found out that there are some St. 
Lawrenee Seaway stamps that were invert- 
ed like this, but only a few. The Seaway 
stamps were issued in June 1959 to eom- 
memorate the opening of the St. Lawrenee 
Seaway by Queen Elizabeth II and Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

My gut says that there are many many 
fakes out there as well. So buyer beware. 
I wasn’t able to find any of this style over 
$30 and no buyers for that priee, so I am 
assuming the inverted ones I saw were 
fakes. I think if you were to get a real one 
it would be worth a very large amount of 
money, never mind having four or more of 
them. 

My suggestion to you is to eontaet a 
stamp speeialist and bring them to be seen 



in person. I don’t think anyone would be 
able to assess them from a photo. I wish 
you luek and please let me know what you 
find out.

Reader’s picking up not-so-good 


Dear Car Talk: 

I have a 1988 Chrys- 
ler LeBaron convertible. 
I had a remanufac- 
tured 2.5-liter engine 
installed. The engine 
vibrates. The engine and 
By Ray Magiiozzi transmission mounts 
were replaced, and the 
vibration is worse; I can really feel it in the 
steering wheel. The dealership said the shop 
that installed the engine might not have reset 
the timing in the two balance shafts. In addi- 
tion to that, what else would cause the engine 
vibration? — Lin 

Wow. An ‘88 Chrysler LeBaron. I just 
had a Ricardo Montalban flashback. 

I’d suggest that you go back to the 
shop that installed the engine, and have 
them figure this out for you, Lin. Since 
you bought a remanufactured engine rath- 
er than a used engine, it should perform 
like a new engine. Certainly, it shouldn’t 
be shaking the car enough for your hands 
to look blurry when they’re on the steer- 
ing wheel. 

If you came to my shop with this prob- 
lem, the first thing I’d do is check your 
compression. Actually, the first thing I’d 
check is your credit limit. But after that. 


I’d make sure that the compression is good 
in all four of your cylinders. If one cylinder 
has low compression, you’d essentially be 
running on three and half cylinders. That 
definitely would cause the engine to shake. 

Another thing I’d check for is a vacuum 
leak. It’s not unusual, when you remove 
and replace an engine, to accidentally 
crimp a vacuum hose or forget to reattach 
one. A vacuum leak also would cause the 
engine to run roughly and shake. 

On modem cars, a vacuum leak would 
turn on the Check Engine light and set a 
code. But your car’s so old that the Check 
Engine light’s probably been on since 1991 . 

There is a balance shaft in this car that’s 
mn by one of the timing belts. If that belt is 
off by just one tooth, the balance shaft will 
be out of sync, and it won’t be able to do its 
job and dampen the vibrations. 

Unfortunately, the only way to check 
that is to remove the front covers of the 
engine, remove the timing belt and start 
over ... lining up the belt and the timing 
marks from scratch. 

If it turns out the valve timing is the 
cause of the shaking, then the remanu- 
facturer really should bear the cost of the 
repair. The valve timing is set at the fac- 
tory, before the engine is shipped, so your

installer would not be at fault there. 

But if he’s a good guy, he’ll call the 
remanufacturer on your behalf, explain the 
situation and make arrangements for the 
remanufacturer to pay him for the repair — 
letting you off the hook. 

And, obviously, if the engine compres- 
sion is low, that’s the remanufacturer’s 
fault, too. But in that case, the engine’s 
going to have to go back to the factory ... 
for re-remanufacturing. Good luck, Lin. 


Dear Car Talk: 

I purchased my 2000 Honda Civic off 
the dealer s showroom floor and have kept 
the car maintained faithfully. The car now 
has 265,000 miles on it, with the original 
engine and clutch, and still runs great. I 
think rust will kill it before the engine 
stops, but for the past year, the clutch 
seems to catch only at the very top when I 
release it. It s been getting tricky to give it 
enough gas at the right time without shud- 
dering, from the stop position. Ive had my 
mechanic look at it a couple of times, but 
he can 1 find anything wrong with it. I don 1 
know if it s a stretched cable or simply time 
to replace the clutch or parts of it. I real- 
ly don 1 want to get stranded. Do you have 
any suggestions? — Tom

After a mere 265,000 miles, you need a 
clutch, Tom. The time has come. 

The average person gets 75,000 or 
100,000 miles out of a clutch. If you’re 
doing lots of highway driving, where 
you’re not shifting very much, you some- 
times can do quite a bit better than that. 
But 265,000 is at the far end of the bell 
curve — off the page, actually. 

So, be grateful that you got three times 
as many miles as most people get from a 
clutch, and if you think you can keep the 
rust at bay for a couple of more years, 
spend the $700 and put in a new clutch. 

This is a hydraulic clutch, and it’s self- 
adjusting. So, as the clutch disc wears 
down, the clutch pedal automatically 
adjusts the engagement point, to keep it 
where it’s supposed to be. 

The problem is, you’ve run out of adjust- 
ment: There’s no more clutch left to adjust. 
The telltale signs are that the engagement 
point is all the way at the top, and the 
engagement range is very narrow, making 
it hard to engage without chattering. 

On the bright side, with the engagement 
point that high, if the floor under the front 
seats rusts out, pretty soon you’ll be able to 
drive from the back seat. Good luck, Tom.

“People love it as they are trekking up 
the big hills,” Stanton said. “The musie is 
energetie and inspiring.” 

After erossing the finish line, partiei- 
pants ean enjoy a layout of fruit, bagels, 
pastries and sueh. When everyone has 
eompleted the raee, a eeremony will 
award medals to the three top finishing 
male and female runners as well as priz- 
es for top raeers in different age groups, 
whieh are divided by deeade. 

The raee usually has 350 to 400 partie- 
ipants. Stanton said there are a variety of 
people, from walkers to serious runners, 
and families. Many runners are partie- 
ipants in the other Capital Area Raee 
Series raees as well. 

“There is definitely some eompetition, 
but also a eomaraderie,” Stanton said. “A 
lot of people run together and do it just 
for the fun and exereise. We are getting 
more walkers, too, who just take it slow 
and enjoy the morning.” 

The raee was started as a way to raise 
awareness of the Village and raise mon- 
ey for its edueational programs. Stanton 
hopes it will get people exeited for the 
Village’s offieial opening on May 16, 
when it will begin to offer its tours, pro- 
grams and exhibits to the publie.

On any given day of the week come mid- 
June, all you need to do is take a trip to a 
neighboring town to find yourself knee-deep 
in New Hampshire-grown produce, dairy 
products and artisan crafts. While it’s still a 
bit early in the farmers market season, a hand- 
ful of outdoor markets are welcoming patrons 
to shop for local goods in early May. 

With veteran vendors and new faces ready- 
ing their wares, one wonders what it takes to 
sell vegetables, cookies, woodwork or breads 
at a local farmers market. And once inside, 
what does a day at the market look like from 
the vendor perspective? To get a look at the 
inner workings of the farmers market, the 
Hippo spoke with three people well-versed 
in both selling at and managing local farm- 
ers markets. 

Getting started 

The first step to selling at a farmers market 
is having an application approved, a selec- 
tion process that differs based on the market. 
Wayne Hall Jr., president of the Concord 
Farmers Market, said new vendors are decid- 
ed on by the current market membership. 

“Our vendors are all in charge. We’re a 
membership-based organization who makes 
the decision and does the voting,” he said. 
Hall, also a vendor at the market, oversees the 
membership and makes sure voting and oper- 
ational procedures are followed. “It’s a really 
super well-rounded market, which again peo- 
ple coming in and out is decided on by the 
vendors,” Hall said. 

Krysti Battistelli, market manager for the 
Exeter Farmers Market, said prospective 
vendors go through a jury process to ensure 
product quality before getting approval. Sea- 
coast Growers Association, which also runs 
markets in Portsmouth, Durham and Dover, 
is member-run and makes up the committees 
that jury for new vendors. 

In other cases, new vendors are chosen by 
the head of the market. Jane Lang, founder 
and coordinator of the Salem Farmers Mar- 
ket, is the decision-maker for which vendors 
sell each week. 

Meeting the criteria 

While each market’s entry process varies, 
certain things ring true for farmers market 
vendors across New Hampshire. The Con- 
cord market is made up of about 40 members 
with a selection of beef products, produce, 
body care products, cheeses, wine, beer and 
more. From time to time, guest vendors fill 
in if a regular vendor is sick or can’t make it.

Hall said this process can serve as a good try- 
out for potential membership or to see if the 
product fills a niche for the market. 

Though being a guest member is a good 
trial period, there is no guarantee that it will 
lead to membership. The regular vendors in 
Concord are very keen to keep a certain atmo- 
sphere with a good vibe for the customers, 
products without repeat, and keeping ven- 
dor numbers manageable so guests aren’t 
overwhelmed. They look for New Hamp- 
shire-based products or businesses, ideally 
within the greater Concord area, as well as 
diversity of product. 

“We don’t want to flood the market with 
dog treats or beef products,” he said. 

For Lang, however, giving patrons multi- 
ple options for the same product is what she 
wants to see in Salem. The market (which 
operates year round and heads outdoors for 
the warmer months) has vendors selling fruits 
and vegetables, dairy products, breads and 
bakery items, prepared food and crafts. For 
items like honey and maple syrup, Lang only 


wants one vendor for each, but when it comes 
to produce, she’s happy to see a little variety. 

“When [people] think of a farmers market, 
they think of a more expensive product,” she 
said. By having different farmers bring the 
same crop, she hopes people of all financial 
statuses can find fresh items. For example, 
say one farmer is selling lettuce for $6 and 
another for $3. The difference in price might 
reflect the growing practices, giving more 
choice to the customer. 

“Our markets are made up of 60 percent 
agriculture, 20 percent craft and 20 percent 
prepared food vendors so we try to [keep 
the market]... mainly focused around local 
farming,” Battistelli said. Like the Concord 
market, she said Exeter tries to avoid vendor 
overlap, keeping it different for patrons who 
return each week. 

Battistelli said criteria for new members 
can vary in terms of time commitment. Some 
things to look out for are whether or not a 
vendor sells at other markets and their ability 
to cope in a busy atmosphere. One thing they 
won’t budge on, though, is location of origin. 
Vendors must be from Rockingham or Straf- 
ford counties or York county in Maine. 

“A lot of times we recommend they try 
doing one market a month because we have 
four markets,” she said. “If they did sell out 
on a busy market... we work with them and 
figure out their best plan for their schedule. 
They can always add more if it’s working out 
for them.” 

A day in the life 

For most people, going to the farmers mar- 
ket only takes a short walk or drive down the 
street with a tote bag to fill with fresh goodies. 
But for those who come to the market to sell, 
the day looks quite a bit different.

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In addition to serving as president, Hall is 
a vendor for Lewis Farm, owned by his unele 
Harry Lewis. Based on his experienee sell- 
ing at markets for over a deeade. Hall ean 
attest to the effort it takes to sell at a farm- 
ers market. 

On a typieal market day, he gets up at 4:30 
or 5 a.m. to piek the produee. ‘The only thing 
we might pre-piek is tomatoes. Outside of 
that any leafy greens are pieked that morn- 
ing,” Hall said. “My uncle is very stringent 
as far as product... he only likes it hours old.” 

Once the vegetables have been gath- 
ered from the fields and greenhouse, they’re 
rinsed with water and placed in clean plastic 
tubs, then loaded into a box truck. Arriving at 
the market around 7 a.m., he makes sure the 


street is closed and starts to set up tables with 
other vendors as they trickle in. 

Though it adds more work for any farm- 
er or business owner on top of a regular 
schedule. Hall said that the effort and time 
commitment is absorbed in the publicity the 
market provides. 

“You really can’t pay for advertising like 
that ...it’s well worth it,” he said. “If you 
take the time to be with those customers and 
make them feel welcome, strangers become 
friends. People are very supportive of their 
local farms.” 

“We’re helping them build the farm,” Lang 
said. “They’re going to go where it’s going to 
benefit and help them bring the income they 
need to build on their farm.” 


Positively plant-based 

Vegan cafe opens in Concord

Located in the spot that once housed 
Spoon Revolution Vegan Bistro, a new vegan 
cafe has moved into town. Opened in April, 
Willows Plant-Based Eatery is a vegan and 
vegetarian cafe serving black bean burgers, 
steamed veggie dishes, smoothies and more 
for lunch seven days a week. 

For owner/chef Willow Mauck, living a 
plant-based lifestyle runs in the family. 

“I was bom and raised vegetarian and have 
always been really passionate about animal 
welfare, animal rights, equality — things that 
I believe tie very much into the movement,” 
Mauck said. Her whole family is vegetari- 
an, including her mother, Norma, who owns 
Susty’s Cafe in Northwood. 

Mauck dreamed of owning her own restau- 
rant since she was 12 years old and saw that 
dream become a reality when Spoon Revo- 
lution owner Charles Latchis decided to sell 
last fall. Wanting to keep the spot on South 
Main Street a vegan restaurant, Latchis con- 
tacted Mauck and her mother to see if they’d 
be interested. 

Based on the Seacoast at the time, Mauck 
was hesitant at first but realized that it was the 
right time to take a leap of faith. 

“It just felt right,” she said. “It felt like the 
right place, right time. Good opportunity to 
be able to serve food to people where there’s 
a need.” 

Cafe Indigo and Spoon Revolution, both 
vegan restaurants that have since closed in 
Concord, had a loyal customer base, which 
encouraged Mauck to bring her vegan cui- 
sine to the capital city. 

“I’m really happy to be in Concord. It’s 
different. It’s a change for me, but it’s also 
like the community here, you know, there’s 
been a void,” she said. 

Willows Plant-Based Eatery offers a selec- 
tion of soups, salads, wraps, sandwiches. 


burgers, light plates, hearty bowls, sweets 
and a daily specials menu. She chose menu 
items, like the lentil walnut burger and a vari- 
ation on pad thai, based on things she likes to 
eat and thinks work well for lunchtime. 

“My mom’s owned the vegan restaurant in 
Northwood for 16 years and I grew up cook- 
ing and have learned a lot through there,” she 
said. Her background in cooking at Susty’s 
was a useful reference when designing her 
own menu. 

While there are similarities between Wil- 
low’s and Susty’s, she said they are two 
separate entities and it’s worth visiting both. 

Mauck hopes that Willows Plant-Based 
Eatery will bring a new option not only to 
vegans and vegetarians, but also to those 
simply looking to try something different for 
lunch one day. 

“I would like a lot of the working people 
around here that order out lunch all the time 
to give it a try. [Those] that don’t necessarily 
eat vegan or vegetarian, it doesn’t matter, you 
could get some good food, find something on 
the menu that you really like.” 

Looking ahead, Mauck wants to build 
on to what Willows offers by adding to her 
five-person staff and potentially opening for 
dinner. 

“It’s a lunch place for now for people to 
get something good-quality, healthful for 
lunch and I hope to expand to dinner at some 
point,” she said. 

“If that’s what Concord is looking for 
and there’s a demand for that, I would total- 
ly like to be able to provide that for people,” 
she said. “I think people are excited for the 
uniqueness of it and it being different and 
bringing [a] splash of color, some culture to 
Concord.” A

For Executive Chef Bobby Marcotte, the freedom to be 
creative with his cooking is an essential part of the job. 
Part of The Tuckaway Tavern & Butchery (58 Route 27, 
Raymond, 244-2431, thetuckaway.com) since before 
it opened in 2012, he was enticed by the concept of 
butcher shop-meets-restaurant. Marcotte incorporates 
the wide selection of meats from right next door into a 
regular menu of familiar items with a spin and his spe- 
cials menu of “things you won’t try every day” like frog 
legs, pigtails and head cheese. Lately, Marcotte is focus- 
ing on sous vide cooking (“sous vide” is a French term 
for food cooked in a vacuum) and pairing food with New 
England-based beers for beer dinners at The Tuckaway. 



What is your must-have kitchen item? 

Probably my chefs knife. You gotta have it. 

What would you choose for your last 
meal?

I like 
what they do. 

What celebrity would you like to see eat- 
ing at your restaurant? 

I’d like to see [Anthony] Bourdain in 
here.

Farm to table. Which is great but you 
know at the same time makes it hard to 
run a restaurant in that particular fashion.

Butter 


Oh, butter, I could sing your praises for 
hours. Scratch that, days! 

Butter is an incredible food and, while it 
never stands alone (at least I hope you’re 
not eating it alone), it is one of the most 
important fresh ingredients in any kitchen. 
We put it on bread, bake with it and grease 
our waffle makers with it! It is seriously 
essential. Probably everyone reading this 
has his or her own butter habits, and I’m 
writing today to suggest a new one. Can 
you handle it? 

Have you ever tried butter in your coffee? 
It’s all the rage these days. The craze started 
when Dave Asprey went to Tibet and was 
offered a special cup of buttery coffee. As 
the lore goes, this addition improves cog- 
nitive function, keeps the belly fuller and 
really wakes the body. All this led Asprey 
to develop the Bulletproof brand of cof- 
fee. I am reading about this guy and his 
coffee everywhere! From Outside maga- 
zine to Bloomberg, he and his super coffee 
are taking over. His claims aren’t without 
their skeptics, however, and a quick online 
search will reveal a litany of critiques. 



One thing this whole craze does bring up 
is the difference between grass-fed butter 
and regular butter. Asprey swears by grass- 
fed because it has better fats, will blend 
better and won’t make your cholesterol lev- 
els worse. Interesting claims, but I can’t 
say I found much to back them up, though I 
would love for them to be true! 

While his critics might have their rea- 
sons (and some good ones), as with most 
things, I think it’s important to try it your- 
self. Check out my instructions below for 
making your own super coffee. Bulletproof 
goes for $80 a bag, so just pick your favor- 
ite coffee and go from there. Since I’m not 
a coffee drinker myself, I consulted my 
good friend, Erin Holt of www.erinhol- 
thealth.com (who is also a nutritionist and 
coffee aficionado), for her take. She adds 
pure coconut oil rather than MCT (medi- 
um-chain triglyceride oil, which is what 
Asprey adds). — Allison Willson Dudas ^

From hobby to winery 

A visit to Copper Beach

Wine tasting and visiting new wineries 
are two of my favorite things, so imagine 
my excitement when I figured out there is 
a winery located less than a half hour from 
me in Hooksett. 

I had been emailing back and forth 
with Lin L’Heureux, owner of Copper 
Beech Winery, for almost six months, try- 
ing to find the best time to visit. Because 
Lin makes every batch of her fruit wines 
by hand, her winery is somewhat season- 
al. Thankfully, though, the timing was just 
right and it was worth the wait. 

Like many winemakers I talk to, Lin 
didn’t set out to make her own wine. After 
a horseback riding accident, while she was 
recuperating, she had some time to think. 
She tried a friend’s wine, made from a kit, 
and as someone with a biology background, 
she found the process piqued her interest. 

‘T never considered making my own wine 
before,” she said, “but I started researching 
and compiling information. I made one-gal- 
lon batches of wine in my basement. I just 
kept making it and sharing it with friends.” 

The owner of the store where she pur- 
chased the kits pointed out that she could 
just as easily be making five-gallon batches. 

The hobby eventually outgrew the space. 

“It’s a hobby that gets out of control! I 
love it. I love the art of it, the science of 
it,” Lin said. 

She got licensed two years ago and 
opened the tasting room about a year ago. 
She now boasts a healthy list of wines 
made with as much local fruit as possible, 
including apples, blackberries, crab apples, 
peaches, strawberries and cranberries. 

Many people think they don’t like fruit 
wines or expect them to be overly sweet. I 
encourage everyone to let Lin change your 
mind. She said since she personally doesn’t 
enjoy very sweet wines, she doesn’t make 
all of her wines like that. She has a couple 
that are sweet, but tends to craft them more 
like grape wines while still honoring the best 
qualities of each fruit. She also ages every- 
thing about a year to let the flavors develop. 

On the day of my visit, Lin’s first guests 
had chosen the wines for tasting: Fresh 
Peach, Wicked Strawberry and Autumn 
Harvest. As a bonus, we were also lucky 
enough to try the Wild Blue. 

The Fresh Peach is made with peach- 
es from Barrett Hill Farm in Mason. This 
wine is dry, light and medium-bodied with 
a touch of sweetness. Lin said it has been 
compared to Traminette by some guests 
and I could see the similarities. I liked the 
peachy aroma and subtle flavors. This is a

great wine for the summer. Enjoy it well- 
chilled and find a nearby porch swing or 
beach chair. 

Lin named her Wicked Strawberry after a 
friend described it that way. She uses organ- 
ic strawberries to craft this wine, which has 
a slightly drier finish but is still very pleas- 
ant. While strawberries can be fickle, Lin 
has really done the fruit justice here and not 
over-manipulated it. This is one of Copper 
Beech’s Big E bronze medal winning wines. 

Autumn Harvest is a blend of New Hamp- 
shire apples and red and white cranberries. 
The slight sweetness of the apple pairs well 
with the tartness of the cranberries. I got 
notes of apple upon first sipping and cranber- 
ries on the finish, which was very pleasant. 

Wild Blue features low-bush blueber- 
ries from New Hampshire and Maine. It is 
mellow and smooth (and as Lin points out, 
it’s practically good for you since blueber- 
ries contain antioxidants). It can be enjoyed 
at room temperature, as Lin prefers, or 
well-chilled. Either way, it celebrates the 
blueberry without a lot of bulk, allowing 
the fruit to shine through. You may call it 
liquid velvet — it’s that good. 

I had a hard time selecting a bottle to 
take home but settled on the Melisi Her- 
itage Wine, made from heirloom apples 
from Massachusetts. The tree is ancient and 
didn’t produce enough apples last year, so 
this wine is in limited supply right now. I’m 
looking forward to trying it. 

I am glad I finally got to visit this gem of 
a winery and am already looking forward 
to returning. Lin is adding to the winery’s 
selection with a few new wines, includ- 
ing two raspberry wines, and bringing back 
some that are currently not available. 

Copper Beech, located at 146 Lon- 
donderry Turnpike, Building 3, Unit 3 
(follow the signs), is open the first and last 
weekends of the month through November 
on Saturdays and Sundays, noon to 5 p.m.

Chicken Fajita Bowls 
with Black Bean Salsa 

Serves: 6 
Ingredients: 

4 cups black bean salsa (gluten-free) 

1 cup raw brown rice 
1 Tbsp. McCormick® chili powder

5. For each serving, layer about 1/2 cup hot rice, 1/2 cup vegetables, 2/3 cup 
salsa and 2 to 3 ounces of chicken in bowl; top with some cheese and a 
dollop of yogurt. Toss well and serve. Refrigerate leftovers.

Villagers, Darling Arithmetic (Domino Records) 

Mellow-down neo-quirk-folk from Ire- 
land’s Conor O’Brien, an aet he eooked 
up after the breakup of his previous band. 
The Immediate. Fedora hats abound at 
opening song “Courage,” a milquetoast 
alt-folk strum-along adorned with ten- 
tative, self-conseious warbling that isn’t 
neeessarily eharacteristic of O’Brien, 
but then again it does get eerily captivat- 
ing toward the end, eventually making 
the tune redolent of the Domino Records 
brand. As you well know, I can’t tolerate 
fedora bands, which is what this really 
is in the end, but Mercury Prize acclaim 
didn’t land on O’Brien by accident, as proven in the “The Soul Serene,” a fascinat- 
ing little gumdrop that’s very pretty when it isn’t making annoying ’90s-faux-organ 
sounds. In case you were wondering where the meat is in this guy’s story, O’Brien 
started the band as a one-person operation, grew it into a full band, and then decid- 
ed he wanted to play all the instruments again, as he did here. B+ — Eric W. Saeger 

Van Hunt, The Fun Rises, The Fun Sets (Godless Hotspot Records) 

I remember reviewing this past Gram- 
my nominee’s first LP 11 years ago, 
wondering to myself what his target 
market was. It sounded to me like a poor 
man’s Prince, in a way, a little dated 
and a little vanilla, a surprising signing 
for Capitol Records. But back then it 
was a big ego-bulging deal to me just to 
get freebies from big labels, so I found 
a few complimentary words and com- 
mitted them to history. Time passed, as 
did Capitol pass on doing more with this 
guy, who then went on to a Blue Note 
record deal consisting of one LP that the 
label finally declined to release, a catastrophic blow that would have destroyed the 
careers of most guys. Turns out, however, that Van Hunt isn’t like most guys. He’s 
cobbled a subterranean head-drug funk-blues aesthetic that deserves a lot of ear- 
buds plugging into it, something you’d actually expect from a 45 -year-old who’s 
survived being thrown under the bus by two of the biggest labels in the world. A 
lot of this new record makes you think of hearing Smokey Robinson after some- 
one smacked your head with a baseball bat — not all of it is danceable but a lot of 
it is. And bonus, since he’s indie now and has nothing left to lose, he can try things, 
like mixing Afrobeat with alt-rock and throwing in punk guitars for good measure 
(“Old Hat”). Turns out this antihero is a genius after all — hopefully he catches a 
break this time. A+ — Eric W Saeger

• Florida-based indie-rock quartet Surfer Blood are pretty 
interesting, not your average Modest Mouse Mini-Me. Their new 
LP, 1000 Palms streets next week, featuring the single “Dorian,” 
a breezy jangle-pop tune that sort of crosses MGMT with old ’80s 
Squeeze. Yes, that means it’s good. — Eric W Saeger

Something for everybody 

New England Bollywood Film Festival turns 5

In its fifth year, the New England Bolly- 
wood Film Festival brings a bit of old and 
new to its audienees at Red River Theatres. 

On the menu this weekend are two fea- 
ture-length films. One is a elassie 1968 
romanee/adventure ealled Kismat, whieh 
event organizer (and assoeiate Hippo 
publisher) Dan Szezesny said is like the 
Bollywood take of a James Bond movie, 
the result of whieh is kind of a fun, goofy, 
“so bad it’s good” fliek. 

The main feature is the 2010 interna- 
tional hit. Once Upon a Time in Mumbai, 
a 1970s-set period gangster drama, whieh, 
while modem, has throwbaek elements to 
the elassie Bollywood era like bright eol- 
ors, musie, danee and fast aetion. It follows 
requests Szezesny has been reeeiving to 
stiek more modern films in the festival. 

“A lot of modem Bollywood movies now 
are beeoming more Westernized. There’s 
not as mueh danee, and there’s more dra- 
ma. I try to stay away from that,” he said. 
“What I wanted to do was open the festi- 
val with a ‘golden age’ of Bollywood film, 
and then show something that’s really sort 
of modern but still fits in with the Bolly- 
wood tone and spirit,” he said. 

Red River Theatres marketing manag- 
er Angie Fane thinks the festival is a good 
taste of what Bollywood’s all about. 

“We’re the only Bollywood film festival 
in New Hampshire. It’s a really fun event,” 
she said. “While Bollywood is not at all a 
refleetion of the Indian eulture as a whole, I 
think you ean really kind of toueh on anoth- 
er eulture by seeing the art they ereate.” 

Szezesny has visited Nepal with his wife 
Meena Gyawali, and while she’s the native, 
Szeesney is the Bollywood fan. (“She fast- 
forwards through the musie — that’s how 
she and her father used to wateh it — but 
my argument is that it’s the most important 
part of the film!” he said.) 

The films are very long — about three 
hours eaeh — but inter) eeted between the 
two will be an Indian-themed luneh from 
House of India. It will oeeur within the 
sereening room, during whieh a eolleetion

of elassie Indian danees will play. 

“In India, when you’re going to a film, 
the expeetation is that it’s going to be an 
all-day or afternoon affair, not something 
you eram into your spare time,” Szezesny 
said. 

Besides more musie and daneing, you 
also get more eharaeter development in 
those three hours. The tradition of Bolly- 
wood sereenings, Szezesny said, eomes 
from the way films were shown in its ear- 
ly days. Film tmeks traveled the eountry to 
tiny, middle-of-nowhere eommunities, and 
in order to eolleet wide audienees, filmmak- 
ers made sure the movies had something 
for every kind of audienee member — fight 
seenes, romanee, ehase sequenees and eom- 
edy while still remaining family- friendly. 

Szezesny said the festival has oeeasion- 
ally drawn in audienees from the Indian 
eulture, but for the most part, its viewers are 
Westerners looking to see something dif- 
ferent. As it’s aetually the only Bollywood 
festival in New England, he hopes to draw 
erowds from beyond the Merrimaek Valley. 

Also at the festival will be a Nepal earth- 
quake relief eolleetion box that will go to 
the Himalayan Reseue Assoeiation, a Brit- 
ish organization that provides doetors and 
medieal researeh. 

The earthquake, Szezesny said, has 
affeeted the eouple personally; the pair 
married in Nepal, whieh is ehronieled in 
Szezesny’s The Nepal Chronicles, but the 
trails the eouple hiked are now impassable, 
and Gyawali ’s family, though now safe, 
lived right in the middle of the aetion. He 
said the HRA is a very respeetable organi- 
zation that’s been around sinee the ‘70s. ^

The Daylight Mar- 
riage^ by Heidi Pitlor 
(Algonquin Books 
of Chapel Hill, 245 
pages) 

When Stephen King 
says he turned the pag- 
es of a book “with 
increasing dread,” it’s 
a good bet that the rest 
of us are going to need 
Xanax. Heidi Pitlor ’s 
The Daylight Marriage 
is an elegant , rivet- 
ing portrait of a family 
imploding, thrumming 
with finely tuned ten- 
sion that even the king 
of horror writing can admire. The book is a 
modern-day tragedy — Hamlet meets Rev- 
olutionary Road — full of deeply flawed 
characters who stumble to a nauseating 
outcome. 

Meet the Halls — Lovell and Hannah. 
They are a pair of Boston suburbanites 
struggling with a ruinous marriage to which 
they still feebly attend out of habit, and for 
the benefit of their two kids. He is a cli- 
mate scientist, proselytizing the impending 
destruction of the planet. She works part- 
time at a flower shop, more a pastime than 
a career. A privileged upbringing at Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard, along with physical gifts 
endowed by genetics and her creator, 
foist her firmly in the 5 -percenters of life. 
Lovell — and to some degree, Hannah — 
considers himself an inferior. 

Hannah married Lovell on the rebound, 
having previously been engaged to a hand- 
some lout who, when she discovered some 
particularly distasteful infidelities, airi- 
ly responded, “Well, it’s good you found 
out before we got married.” One marriage 


and two children later, 
Hannah mopes over him 
still, and on the pivotal 
day on which she mys- 
teriously disappears, she 
goes to the beach where 
he had proposed. Back 
then, she muses, she was 
“molecularly a different 
person, giddy and hope- 
ful.” Now she seems 
to be married to a cold 
and sarcastic man who, 
just the night earlier, 
had ignited a catastroph- 
ic fight by asking, “Is 
your life so busy that you 
can’t remember to pay 
the bills? Can you tell me just what you do 
all day, every day?” 

Of course, Lovell has his own litany of 
complaints besides his wife’s crippling 
romantic baggage. There is her sailor 
mouth, her financial responsibility, her dis- 
passionate response to his research on the 
correlation between sea surface temper- 
atures and hurricane intensity. All of this 
boils up and collides in a fight the night 
before Hannah disappears. He kicks a bed, 
breaks a perfume bottle, making her afraid. 
“In the past, he had thrown a book or a pen 
at a wall and stomped around rooms, but 
now he was somewhere new, some men- 
acing place with no walls or doors, no 
windows or light.” 

The fight is one reason a brooding Han- 
nah drives to the beach the next day instead 
of going to work. And why, as an investiga- 
tion begins into why Hannah didn’t come 
home, Lovell is viewed by his daughter 
with suspicion. 

To reveal — agonizingly slowly — where 
Hannah went, Pitlor shrewdly alternates 


point of view, going from Lovell’s post- 
Hannah world to Hannah’s experiences on 
the day she disappears. King’s dread, and 
ours, stems in part from a couple of ill- 
decided book-jacket blurbs. One calls The 
Daylight Marriage “a shocking crime sto- 
ry.” (Oops.) Another, “an incisive portrait 
of a failed marriage.” (Guess they’re not 
getting back together.) Rare is the publish- 
er that issues spoilers. Abandon all hope, 
ye who read here. 

With Hannah AWOL for much of the 
story, her teenage daughter Janine takes 
over as antagonist to her increasingly frus- 
trated father. Janine overheard her parents’ 
fight and later collected the broken shards 
of glass, just in case. Brittle with grief and 
rage, she acts out by offering to carry the 
baby of the gay couple next door, and by 
shaving her head. That exchange is illus- 
trative of Pitler’s winsome voice, which 
refuses to let readers look away from the 
gloomy car wreck: 

Janine came home one afternoon bald, 
only a shadow of stubble across her head. 
When Lovell first saw her as she walked 
into the kitchen, he dropped the glass plate 
he was holding. “Hair, ” was all he could 
say. 

“Yes, ” she said. “It s no longer with us. ” 

The greatest tragedy of this beautifully 
crafted but fundamentally unpleasant book 
is that there are no real surprises; the sor- 
ry train goes exactly where it was headed. 
This, too, may be inevitable since Pit- 
lor told The Boston Globe the story was 
inspired, in part, by her ruminations on 
society’s obsession with beautiful wom- 
en who go missing — Laci Peterson and 
Rachel Entwistle among them. There’s 
small consolation that Hannah Hall, at 
least, wasn’t real.

Avengers: Age of Ultron 


Avengers: Age of Ultron 
(PG-13) 

Iron Man, Thor, Hulk, Hawkeye, 
Captain America and Black Widow 
all return for another round of sav- 
ing the world and bickering amongst 
themselves in Avengers: Age of 
Ultron, a long car ride with not near- 
ly enough sightseeing stops. 

As the movie opens, the gang — Iron Man 
(Robert Downey Jr.), Thor (Chris Hem- 
sworth). Hulk (Mark Ruffalo), Hawkeye 
(Jeremy Renner), Captain America (Chris 
Evans) and Black Widow (Scarlett Johans- 
son) — is searching for Loki’s scepter and 
has tracked it down to some Eastern Euro- 
pean fortress under the control of Hydra’s 
Strucker (Thomas Kretschmann) — Loki’s 
scepter and Strucker being two things that 
sound vaguely familiar but don’t sweat it 
if you can’t remember the details. Strucker 
is willing to give the Avengers the scepter 
because he doesn’t want them to discover 
his other malevolent projects: giant robotic 
constructions that seem vaguely similar to 
things we’ve seen in previous Marvel mov- 
ies and his development of “the twins,” 
the brother and sister team of Pietro (Aar- 
on Taylor-Johnson) and Wanda (Elizabeth 
Olsen) Maximoff, better known as Quick- 
silver and the Scarlet Witch. His power (as 
you may remember from the character of 
the same name in X-Men: Days of Future 
Past) is being fast; her power is telekine- 
sis and messing with people’s minds. She’s 
able to escape Iron Man by getting him to 
focus on his fears (that he will somehow 
destroy the whole world) and later plays 
with the psyches of Thor, Hulk, Cap and 
Black Widow. 

Despite these unexpected additions to 
Hydra’s forces, the team still manages to 
secure Loki’s scepter. Before Thor returns 
to Asgard, he gives Tony Stark (Iron Man’s 
alter-ego) a few days to look it over. Tony 


thinks that the computer-like power source 
inside the scepter’s sparkly jewel might 
be the key to a project he and Bruce Ban- 
ner (a.k.a. Hulk) have been working on: 
Ultron. The idea of Ultron is that it serve 
as a world protector, an artificial intelli- 
gence that can achieve “peace in our time” 
as Tony ominously promises. This glob- 
al defender against future alien invasion, 
as he calls Ultron, will also mean that the 
Avengers can take a break from the con- 
stant world- saving. 

As you may remember from Captain 
America: The Winter Soldier, a preemptive, 
automated protection device is inevitably 
a terrible idea. Though Tony and Bruce 
think they haven’t cracked the code, a self- 
assembled, consciousness-having robot 
does emerge. Ultron (voice of James Spad- 
er) quickly decides that “peace” means 
eliminating the Avengers. And, with a con- 
sciousness that can travel the world in 
seconds via the Internet, Ultron has the 
ability to make endless copies of himself, 
quickly building a robot army. 

Like a house with unfortunate siding 


and questionable design choices but a good 
footprint. Avengers: Age of Ultron has good 
bones underneath a lot of iffy decisions. It 
isn’t bad, it’s just a fixer-upper. 

It’s bloated, coming in at nearly two 
and a half hours of screen time, at least 45 
minutes of which is completely unneces- 
sary. The Scarlet Witch’s powers to cripple 
the heroes by making them dwell on their 
fears and doubts also mean that we have to 
spend a lot of time watching flashbacks of 
and then hearing characters talk about their 
fears and doubts. I think it’s supposed to 
give the movie emotional depth, but it feels 
like stalling. As do a lot of the fight scenes 
— watching very CGIed characters do very 
CGI things feels empty, empty in a way 
writer/director Joss Whedon was able to 
overcome in the final fight scene of the first 
Avengers but isn’t able to quite get out from 
under here. There are maybe a handful of 
moments in Age of Ultron'^ big final fight 
that are either cool or emotionally resonant 
and maybe two instances that manage to be 
both. 

The movie also lacks lightness and fim, 
which is strange and unfortunate since 


mixing heavy emotion, butt-kicking and 
levity is kind of Whedon’s thing. And while 
I understand not all superhero movies have 
to be laugh riots, don’t we get enough 
drudgery from the DC Christopher Nolan/ 
Zack Snyder crowd? With the exceptions 
of a few nice moments here and there with 
Thor or Hawkeye, all of the levity duties 
fall to Tony Stark and Robert Downey Jr. 
You can tell that Tony Stark is the most fun 
to write for, the guy you naturally want to 
give all the best lines to. The result, how- 
ever, is that the movie noticeably lacks 
sparkle when he’s not on screen. The mov- 
ie tries to give equal weight to Hawkeye, 
Black Widow and Captain America but the 
buddy action-comedy featuring Iron Man 
and Hulk, with their sidekick Thor, is way 
more fun. 

Fun is also missing on the villain side of 
the equation. Ultron is supposed to be an 
artificial intelligence, the likes of which 
have never been seen before. But he comes 
across like a James Spader villain that I feel 
like I have seen a lot before. He’s, may- 
be, a little bit cool and calculating (humans 
are destroying the world ergo you save the 
world by destroying humans) but mostly 
he’s kind of nuts, with some of that Tony 
Stark snark but no charm. Ultimately, he is 
neither particularly terrifying nor any real 
fim. Who knew Tom Hiddleston’s Loki was 
such an important element to an Avengers 
outing? 

Avengers: Age of Ultron has some good 
ideas and some nice moments, but these 
moments are floating in a very large bowl 
of thin soup. B-

Soldiering on 

Weiland tour continues after guitarist’s death

March 31 should have been a trium- 
phant day for Scott Weiland. It was release 
day for Blaster, the debut album from 
his new band. By all accounts, it marked 
a return to form for the ex- Stone Temple 
Pilots and Velvet Revolver singer. But the 
day before its release, Scott Weiland & the 
Wildabouts guitarist Jeremy Brown died 
at his Southern California home. 

The cause of death has not been revealed, 
but the effect was immediate. A kick- 
off show in London was postponed, and 
a U.S. tour including Manchester’s Jew- 
el Nightclub placed in doubt. But after a 
series of hastily organized auditions, Nick 
Maybury joined the band. The Australian 
guitarist has played with Perry Farrell and 
Alice Cooper, among other bands. 

In a recent phone interview, Weiland 
called Brown’s passing “crushing and 
still unbelievable. He and Blackie [bass- 
ist Tommy Black] were my best friends 
and so the loss of a best friend is very hard 
and very sad and I’m reminded of it all 
the time. Musically speaking, no one will 
ever fill his big shoes. But we had to keep 
soldiering on.” 

His determination to continue took a 
somewhat callous turn in an early April 
interview with Bob Schallau. “If a person 
dies in a band you don’t break up the band 
and not promote the album,” Weiland told 
the rock journalist. “That’s not what Jere- 
my would have wanted us to do. Yeah. I’m 
gonna quit? No, you don’t do that. If a sol- 
dier goes down, you keep on fighting. It’s 
a tragedy what happened — but I’m gonna 
give up my career?” 

Weiland’s collaboration with members 
of the Wildabouts — named after a line 
in Donovan’s song “Mellow Yellow” — 
dates back to a tour in support of 2008 ’s 
Happy in Galoshes. The new record was 
“very much a band album, and Jeremy 
wrote the majority of the musical arrange- 
ments,” Weiland said, conceding that 
taking the stage with a new member won’t 
be easy. “It will be definitely mixed emo- 
tions, I mean not having Jeremy there is 
going to be very strange, but you still have 
to go out there and put 100 percent into 
the show, which we’ll do. It will be bitter-

sweet, to say the least.” 

The key factor in Maybury ’s selection 
was the way the guitarist took to material 
from Blaster, which makes up a big por- 
tion of the show. “He came in and slayed 
it,” Weiland said. “The way he played 
‘Modzilla,’ ‘Hotel Rio’ ... he learned 
about 11 songs. We went through them 
and they sound- 
ed great. Our last 
rehearsal he came 
in and slammed it.” 

The new disc is 
brash and ballsy, a 
straight-up rocker 
rooted in Weiland’s 
unabashed love for 
’70s glam rock. 

The opening riff of 
“Way She Moves” 
channels T Rex’s 
“Bang a Gong” — 
a band also covered 
with “20* Century 
Boy.” The decade infatuation continued 
with a recently released iTunes exclu- 
sive version of David Bowie’s “The Jean 
Genie.” 

It’s a decided departure for Weiland. 
“I made two solo albums that were more 
along the lines of art projects and were a 
little too far out for my average fan base,” 
he said. “I wanted to make a band album 
and another rock record ... and explore 
different sounds on the guitar, use a lot 
of fuzz, synthesized guitars. We wrote 
around that tone.” 

The mix of material on stage includes 
“a majority of the album and four STP 


songs,” said Weiland. A few from his old 
band’s catalog are off limits, however. 
“We don’t play ‘Plush’ or ‘Interstate Love 
Song’ — those songs are just so wrapped 
up in the rest of STP that I think they’re 
STP exclusive. I would feel strange play- 
ing [them].” 

“Vasoline,” “Dead and Bloated,” 
“Meatplow,” 
“Crackerman” and 
“Big Bang Baby” 
are all in the set 
list. “We sometimes 
play ‘Big Emp- 
ty’ — so there’s a 
good collection of 
STP stuff,” said 
Weiland. 

In 2013, the band 
Weiland co-found- 
ed nearly three 

— SCOTT WEILAND decades ago fired 
him; Stone Temple 
Pilots is now front- 
ed by Chester Bennington. On April 13, 
flyers were handed out at an STP show in 
Los Angeles comparing the current line- 
up to Journey without Steve Perry, Queen 
without Freddie Mercury, or Van Halen 
without David Lee Roth, urging fans to 
pick up a copy of Blaster. 

Weiland’s camp took no credit for the 
stunt. For his part, the singer won’t admit 
to any ill will towards his ex-mates. “I 
wasn’t really privy to that leafleting, that 
was something I think the label did,” he 
said. “I don’t really think about it at all. 
I wish them well, and I’m focused on my 
band.” M

The continuing crisis 

• The February gun-and-baby-carrying 
workshop in Johnston, Iowa, was so sue- 
eessful that instruetor Melody Lauer and 
CrossRoads Shooting Sports owner Tom 
Hudson plan more. Lauer insisted that she 
does not necessarily encourage a baby- 
holding mother to arm herself, but if she 
chooses to, safety would of course require 
that she be familiar with the tricky proce- 
dure of drawing, aiming and firing even 
though she might be “wearing” a baby in 
a sling in front of her body. Hudson, not- 
ing the fast-growing market of gun sales 
to women, said scheduling the workshop 
“was a no-brainer.” 

• What is believed to be America’s 
only hard-nosed “gang” composed only 
of gay and transgendered African-Ameri- 
cans hopes to have its story told soon by 
filmmakers who emphasize the group’s 
transition from fighters to entrepreneurs 
working to establish their own clothing 
line, according to a March report on advo- 
cate. com. The gang, originally organized 
for protection (“We gonna get our respect 
one way or another,” said one), hails from 
the violent Washington, D.C., Trinidad 
neighborhood, yet some of the 200 mem- 
bers (in their teens or early 20s) insist on 
stilettos, lipstick and mascara (while carry- 
ing knives, brass knuckles and mace). 

Questionable judgments 

• Pioneering British facial surgeon 
Ninian Peckitt, 63, facing a Medical Prac- 
titioners Tribunal in Manchester in April, 
was accused by a witness of “repeated- 
ly” having punched one patient in the face 
during a procedure in order to straighten a 
fracture. Dr. Peckitt acknowledged having 
used his hands to “manipulate” bones in the 
patient’s face, calling it a routine surgery- 
avoiding procedure sometimes required for 
extensive injuries. 

• Suspicions confirmed: Two airport 
screeners at Denver International collabo- 
rated in an ongoing ploy in which one, a 
male, signaled to a female colleague that 
he had spotted an attractive male passen- 
ger in line that he might like to grope. The 
female would then suddenly notice an 
“anomaly” in the screening and ask that 
passenger to stand aside so the male agent 
could “inspect” him further by genital and 
posterior fondling (over his clothing). The 
two agents were fired in February after a 
Transportation Security Administration 
investigator, having been alerted to the 
scheme, observed it in action. 

Inexplicable 

From Recent Florida Crime Reports: 
(1) Mohammed Almarri, 21, was arrested 
on multiple charges in Tampa on April 12 
after illegally entering a neighbor’s apart- 


ment in a high-rise and forcing the owner 
onto the balcony. For reasons undisclosed 
in the police report, Almarri then allegedly 
microwaved the man’s wallet in his oven. 
(2) Joseph Williams, 35 (and with several 
pending warrants), was arrested on April 
5 in Fort Pierce, Florida, after entering the 
emergency room at Lawnwood Region- 
al Medical Center and Heart Institute, 
demanding an enema and refusing to leave 
until he got one. 

Leading economic indicators 

• In the face of jokes about proliferat- 
ing airline charges, the British economy 
line easy Jet added another fee recently. 
If easyJet, on its own, cancels a flight, it 
charges a fee of 10 British pounds (about 
$15) to notify third parties. The airline 
said that even though its own decision 
created the issue, it must nonetheless 
cover its costs to provide cancellation 
notices to passengers who miss connec- 
tions or who need to provide verification 
to collect on private travel-interruption 
insurance. 

• Counting only the pool of bonus mon- 
ey (not regular salaries), employees of 
New York securities industries in 2014 
earned roughly twice as much as the total 
income paid to all employees in the Unit- 
ed States who worked full time at the 
federal minimum wage ($7.25 an hour). 
(The statistic, from a report by the Insti- 
tute for Policy Studies and reinforced by 
a University of Michigan professor using 
figures from the New York State Comp- 
troller and the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
was featured in a March New York Times 
analysis.) 


Wait, what? 

In April, a court in Munich, Germany, 
ordered a dentist (identified only as “K”) 
to pay the equivalent of about $21,000 to 
patient “Alex S” for pulling all of his teeth 
(19) over four weeks of treatments as the 
remedy for his schizophrenia and erectile 
dysfunction. The dentist had testified that 
Alex had too much bone inflammation for 
ordinary fillings. K made his own claim for 
the equivalent of about $54,000 for the dam- 
age to his professional reputation that the 
trial had caused, but the court rejected it. 

The Redneck Chronicles 

(1) Austin Hatfield, 18, reported to an 
emergency room in April after being bitten on 
the lip by a venomous cottonmouth viper in 
Wimauma, Florida. According to a fish and 
wildlife commission spokesman, Hatfield 
had been keeping the recently caught snake in 
an ordinary pillowcase on his bed, and when 
it got out, Hatfield (ungracefully) recaptured 
it. (The bite was not fatal.) (2) According to 
witnesses questioned by the Jacksonville, 
Florida, Sheriff’s Office (on the scene after 
shots had been reported at Murphy’s Express 
Gas station in March), one customer had fired 
at another, hitting him in the foot, because he 
felt that the customer was staring at him while 
he pumped gas. 

Animals in the news 

In a February science journal report, a Uni- 
versity of Regensburg (Germany) professor 
noted that ants seem particularly orderly with 
“toilet” facilities arranged in far comers of 
the nests. The researcher speculated that ants 
keep feces on hand in order to mine nutrients.
